Sergeant Thomas B. Miller of Owen Sound, Ont. and St. 
John, N.B., first member of the Royal Canadian Air Force 
to win the George Medal, gained the award for “prompt 
and extremely brave action.”

Restrictions Go 
On Men’s Clothes 


MONTREAL, March 25—(CP)— 
The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board Tuesday issued an amend. 
ment to its order of March § ree 
stricting the use’ of cloth in the 
manufacture of men’s clothing 
which resulted in restrictions going 
into effect at midnight Tuesday. 

In its March 5 order the board 
declared that certain restrictions 
on ready-to-wear clothing would go 
into effect on May 1 with restric- 
tions on made-to-measure clothing 
being effective Aug. 1.

The speech from the throne at 
the opening of the present session 
of parliament contained the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

*The government's policy of na- 
tional selective service will be ex- 
tended, as generally and rapidly as 
may be necessary to effect the 
‘orderly and efficient employment 
of the men and women of Canada 
for the varied purposes of war. 
You will be advised of the means 
the government proposes to adopt 
to effect as complete as possible a 
mobilization of the material re- 
sources and manpower of the 
country in furtherance of a total 
national] effort.” 


OUTLINE MEASURES 

I propose in the statement I am 
ow about to make to set forth 
not only the means the govern- 
ment proposes to adopt to effect 
the mobilization of the material 
resources and the manpower of the 
country in direct furtherance of a 
total national effort, but to out- 
line the measures themselves as 
already adopted. 

Modern total war is not con- 
fined to the struggle between op- 
posing armies and navies and air 
forces. It is a struggle between 
whole peoples, in which all of 
each nation’s resources, both 
human and material, must be 
mobilised and brought into ac- 
tion. It is therefore a miscon- 
ception to assume that the war- 
time manpower problem is mere- 
ly a problem of raising men for 
the armed forces. This is only a 
part, and not necessarily the most 
difficult part, of the problem of 
mobilizing the manpower of a 
Nation for modern war. 
Manpower—and in that term 1 
Include womanpower—is required 
for many and varied tasks. In the 
first place, essential civilian ser- 
vices must be maintained as the 
foundation of community life on 
which the war effort rests. These 
essential tasks are a form of war 
service. Just as truly as making 
munitions ‘or serving in the armed 
forces. In order, however, to free 
younger men for direct war ser- 
vice, civilian tasks, as far as may 
be possible, should be performed 
by older men or by women. 


PRODUCTION OF FOOD 

The production of food, in war- 
time, is one of the most essential 
civilian tasks. To the extent that 
food is produced for Britain, or 
other allied countries, or for Can- 
ada’s own fighting men, it is a 
direct war service. If this aspect of 
Cafiada’s total effort is not to suf- 


fer, the manpower required for 
food production must be kept 
available. 


The manpower requirements for 
munitions production must also be 
filled. Some 600,000 workers are 
already engaged in the production 
of munitions. It is estimated that, 
in the course of the next 12 months, 
an additional 100,000 workers will 
be required. 


ESTIMATED REQUIREMENTS 

In the armed forces our estimat- 
ed requirements for the ensuing 12 
months are a further 13,000 men for 
the navy; 90,000 to 100,000 for the 
active ramy; and 70,000 to 80,000 
for the air force. These figures 
were given to parliament on Feb. 
10 by the minister of national de- 
fence. In addition, men will con- 
tinue to be called up for military 
service within Canada; and this on 
a considerably increased scale, 

When, on Jan. 26, IT announced 
the war program for the coming 
year, I stated that the men and 
women required to carry out the 
program would be mobilized by an 
extension of the application of 
national selective service. 

It might be helpful were I to re- 


war effort. By national selective 
service is meant the selection of 
men and women for the various 
forms of national service accord- 
ing to the method or methods 
calculated tg produce*the most 
satisfactory results. 

Tn order to be selective. national 
service does not necessarily need 
to be compulsory. The selective as- 
pect applies also to voluntary ser- 
vice. The army, for example, does 
not accept every man who offers to 
enlist. As a war measure, compul- 
sion is only of value where it 
serves to ensure a greater total 
effort. e 


HIGHLY COMPLICATED 

In speaking on the war program 
in January, I made it clear that the 
extended application of compulsion 
to national selective service was 
a highly complicated matter, one 
which required very careful plan- 
ning and organization. I also stated 
that, to carry out thé preposed 
measures equitably and efficiently, 
the administrative machinery would 
necessarily be intricate and comp- 
licated. 

Final responsibility for the allo- 
cation of manpower, as for all 
other phases of our war program, 
necessarily rests with the war com- 
mittee of the cabinet. The war com. 
mittee determines, in all its aspects, 
the scope and extent of the war 
program. The distribution of men 
and women among the various 
kinds of war service obviously de- 
pends upon the war program. The 
objectives are set forth in the pro- 
gram. National selective service is 
a method employed to help achieve 
these objectives, 

To the problems of mobilizing 
manpower, the war comniittee has 
given close and continuous atten- 
tion. 


DETAILED STUDY 

Under the authority of the war 
committee, a special committee of 
the cabinet on manpower, presided 
over by the minister of national 
war services, has given detailed 
study to the problems involved. 
The recommendations of this com- 
mittee have in turn been carefully 
considered by the whole cabinet. 
I shall now set forth the pro- 
cedures and measures which have 
been taken to organize and admin- 
ister the government's policy of 
national selective service. 

The primary responsibility for 
the extended scheme of national 
selective service has been placed 
upon the minister of labor. Under 
the minister of labor, the admin-. 
istrative responsibility for the 
direction and co-ordination of the 
policy has been vested in a di- 
rector of national selective ser- 
vice and an associate director. 
Mr. Elliott H. Little has been ap- 
pointed the director of national 
selective service, and Mr. Paul 
Goulet, the associate director. 
The responsibility for increasing 
the total manpower available for 
war service has been largely cen- 
tred in the department of labor. It 
would not, however, be possible, 
even if it were desirable, to cen- 
tralize in one depattment of gov- 
ernment all the administrative re- 
sponsibility for allocating man- 
power, and for directing men and 
women into the most useful form 


board of the agricultural ¢commun- 
ity and of women. 


EXTENSIVE USE 

In the program of national selec- 
tive service, extensive use is being 
made of the facilities of the Em- 
ployment Service of Canada. In 
each area covered by an employ- 
ment and claims office of the un- 
employment insurance commission, 
the director of national selective 
service will shortly appoint a na- 
tional selective service officer. The 
national selective service officer 
will have local charge of the ad- 
ministration of the selective ser- 
vice program for their respective 
areas. They will be advised and 
assisted in their work-by voluntary 
unpaid citizens committees which 
will be set up in each of the areas. 

A central registry has been 
establishedin the department of 
labor to aid in promptly finding 
the appropriate men and women 
needed at any particular time. The 
registry is based upon the unem- 
ployment insurange records, and 
the records of the 1940 national! 
registration. To the registry will be 
added the records of such further 
surveys of manpower as may be 
made from time to time, with a 
view of building up a complete in- 
ventory of manpower available for 
war and essential civilian purposes 
To consolidate records and to avoid 
duplication, the administrative re- 
sponsibility for national registra- 
tion has been transferred from the 
department of national war ser- 
vices to the department of labor. 

Under the program now adopted, 
the mobilization of industrial man- 
power will, in the main, be ef- 
fected through the agency of the 
Employment Service of Canada. 
The armed forces will continue to 
recruit men for the active army, 
the navy and the air force by the 
present voluntary methods. The 
calling up of men for compulsory 
military training and service will 
continue to be the responsibility of 
the department of national war 
services. 


CONSIDERABLE DISCRETION 

Compulsion is now being applied 
in aspects of the mobilization of 
manpower, other than military 
service within Canada, to which it 
has been applied since October, 
1940, It is recognized that no hard 
and fast compulsory regulations 
can be made which may not work 
injustices in individual cases, As 
a consequence, considerable dis- 
cretion has been vested in the na- 
tional war services boards to de- 
cide appeals from the compulsory 
or restrictive regulations of selec- 
tive service and the national selec- 
tive service officers. 

The right of appeal will be en- 
joyed, not only by employers, em- 
ployees, farmers, farm laborers 
and others directly affected, but 
also by interested government de- 
partments. The duty cf hearing 
civilian appeals will add greatly to 
the work of the national war ser- 
vices boards, now mainly concern- 
ed with the appeals of men called 
up for military service. In order to 
cope. with the increased duties 
which will fall upon the boards, it 
may become necessary to increase 
their number and in some cases to 
divide their territorial jurisdictions.

DIFFICULT TASK 

Estimating the number of men 
and women needed in the war ef- 
fort, and the most effective distri- 
bution of the total among the arm- 
ed services, war industry and 
essential civilian pursuits, is a dif- 
ficult task. A constantly changing 
war necessitates constant changes 
in military and production plans. 
These changes, in turn, involve 
continuous revision of the estimates 
of manpower requirements, and the 
proposed allocation of manpower 
reserves. To this end, the director 
of national selective service has 
been given authority to obtain in- 
formation from government depart- 
ments, and empowered to secure 
from employers, by compulsion if 
necessary, full information regard- 
ing prospective labor requirements, 
existing labor forces, wage scales 
and working conditions. 

In the early months of the war, 
there were large reserves of 
available manpower for war ser- 
vice because of the unemploy- 
ment and under-employment of 
many thousands of Canadians. 

If we except women who, for 
domestic or social reasons, have 
not desired or sought employment, 
we are now well past the stage 
where there is any considerable re- 
serve of employable unemployed 
persons. Women, therefore, consti- 
tute the most important available 
reserve of manpower. It is, how- 

ever, not so much by bringing 
women directly into the armed 
forces, though that is being done, 
that the total manpower available 
for war service can actually be in- 
creased; rather is this end accomp- 
lished by the substitution of women 
for men in essential civilian tasks, 
and in war industry. 


MORE AVAILABLE 

Additional manpower {s becom- 
ing potentially available for war 
service as an indirect result of the 
curtailment of civilian production. 
To the gchievement of a maximum 
effort, it is vital that manpower 
thus released be shifted as speedily 
and efficiently as possible into 
some form of war service. The pros 
cess of shifting manpower fmm 
civilian occupations into war ser- 
vice has, of course, gone on stead- 
ily since the outbreak of war. It 
has now been given more definite 
governmental direction and ig be- 
ing accelerated. 

For more than a year, the de- 
partment of labor, in co-operation 
with the provinces and industry, 
has been increasing the manpower 
available through training men and 
womten for employment in war in- 
dustries. During the past year, 
more than 60,000 trainees received

THREE-FOLD OBJECTIVE 

The program of increasing war- 
time manpower reserves has a 
three-fold objective: 

Hirst—To increase the total male 
labor force available for war pro- 
duction, 

Second—To make possible the re- 
placement of able-bodied men of 
military age with older men, or men 
less fit physically for arduous tasks. 

Third—To increase wartime man- 
power reserves by bringing women 
into industry, This is the most 
important single feature of the 
program, 

The first two objectives are being 
accelerated by governmental and 
industrial assistance. The assistance 
is similar in character, although on 
a smaller scale, to that being afford- 
ed for recruiting female labor.

IMPORTANT PHASE 

An important phase of the man- 
power problem has to do with pro- 
viding in war industries the neces- 
sary supervisory personnel. I{ has 
been found that, as war industries 
continue to expand, it is increas- 
ingly difficult to secure sufficient 
supervisors, personnel managers, 
and foremen, to direct the enlarged 
work forces. Many plants produc. 
ing urgently needed war materials 
are now working day and night, 
seven days in the week, Others 
that might be operating on the same 
basis are hampered by lack of 
supervisors, 

A recent statement by Mr. 
Bevin (Labor Minister Bevin of 
the British government) on the 
importance of personnel factors 
in war production in Great Brit- 
ain is equally applicable te Can- 
ada, It reads: ’ 

“In the layout of our war effort, 
sufficient attention was not paid to 
the personnel problem... the 
longer the war goes on, the more 
necessary it becomes to pay greater 
regard to this personnel side of in- 
dustry. The absence of a proper 
understanding of the problem has 
been one of our greatest handicaps 
in this great struggle . .. hence my 
additional plea for the personnel 
manager, who should be specially 
trained to have an equal position 
in industry with other members of 
the executive, Indeed, I am sure— 
and I would emphasize this—that 
our post-war position willbe mater- 
jally helped, and the future pros- 
pects of British industry enhanced, 
by a full appreciation of this im- 
portant fact.” 


TRAINING MANAGEMENT 


To assist our Canadian employers 
to meet their personnel problem, 
provision has been made by the 
government for training in persone 
nel management, The universities 
have agreed to co-operate. Exper- 
ienced personnel men will serve 
as instructors and sponsors, Train- 
ees will be given practical instruc- 
tion in the classroom, and on the 
job. 

If the experience of this under- 
taking warrants, these facilities will 
be extended to foremen and other 
supervisors. It is hoped by this 
means greatly to reduce an import- 
ant area of difficulty in war pro- 
duction, Moreover, better person- 
nel policies and practice should 
minimize friction between manage- 
ment and men, improve morale, and 
thereby increase output. 


RECONDITION MEN 

The government is also under- 
taking an extended program of re- 
conditioning men to fit them 
physically for military service. 

It is and has been standard prac- 
tice for the army to accept men 
for service who require only dental 
treatment, provision of glasses, or 
nutritional improvement. After en- 
listment or enrolment, treatment ig 
provided for these men as a matter 
of routine, 

There are, however, men volun- 
teering for the active army, or 
called up for training and service, 
who at present have to be rejected 
because of some condition, other 
than those just mentioned and 
which, though not a serioug dis- 
ability, is important enough to re- 
quire more than routine treatment. 

It hag been Gecided that when 
disabilities of this class are mend- 
able within a comparatively short 
time, free remedial treatment will 
be provided to restore the stand- 
ard of physical fitness of these 
men, Such a policy is in the in- 
terests of the armed services and 
also of benefit to the health of the 
nation as a whole, 

Free treatment will be available 
to those who volunteer and under- 
take in writing to enlist as soon as 
they are physically eligible, pro- 
vided they are certified by a com- 
petent board to be cases in which 
the disability can be removed or 
mended by treatment so as to make 
them physically fit for enlistment 
within a specified reasonable 
period. 


FREE TREATMENT 

Free treatment will also be avail- 
able to those who are called up for 
compulsory training and service 
provided it ig similarly certified, as 
in the case of volunteers, that the 
disability is such that can be re- 
moved or mended within a specified 
reasonable period. When the treat- 
ment is successfully completed, 
these men will be available for mil- 
itary training and service.

The treatment, both for volun- 
teers and for men called up for 
training and service will be provid- 
ed, or arranged for, by the depaii- 
ment of pensions and national 
health. In neither case will men 
undergoing treatment be accepted 
into the army unless, and until, the 
treatment has been successfully 
completed. In both cases, in ad- 
dition to free treatment and, if 
necessary, hospitalization, men un- 
dergoing treatment will be paid an 
allowance for time actually and 
necessarily lost during the remedial 
period. 

SAME FOR AIR FORCE 

It should be added that free 
treatment on precisely the same 
terms as in-the case of volunteers 
for the active army, will be provid- 
ed for men who Volunteer for the 
air force, and would now be re- 
jected by physical unfitness. 

Until recently, the most important 
form of direct compulsion in mob- 
ilizing men has been the compul- 
sory military training and service

ISSUE PROCLAMATION 

A proclamation is being issued 
making liable to call for military 
training and service all men born 
in the years from 1912 to 1921, who 
on July 15, 1940, were unmarried 
or widowers without children, In 
other words, the age limit for com- 
pulsory eervice has been raised 
from 24 to 30. It has also been 
decided to select the men to be 
called up for service by drawing 
lots over the whole field of those 
who are subject to the proclamation. 
As-soon ‘as the necessary adminis- 
trative arrangements have been 
worked out for this plan of election 
by lot, a detailed announcement will 
be made by the minister of national 
war services. 


Liability for compulsory mili- 
tary service is, at present, con- 
fined to citizens of Canada, It 
has been decided to extend this 
liability to all residents of Can- 
ada, whether citizens or not, as 
far as may be expedient in the 
light of all the circumstances, As 
reciprocal arrangements and 
other international considergtions 
are involved in the proposal, its 
details cannot be announced im- 
mediately. 

The liability to compulsory mili- 
tary service will continue to be 
general for the age categories af- 
fected. The burden of demonstrat- 
ing the case for postponements is 
unchanged, except, in the case of 
persons wholly or mainly employed 
in agriculture on March 23, 1942,

GROWING SHORTAGE 

One of the manpower problems 
with which the country is faced is 
the growing shortage of agricult- 
labor,

With three exceptions, the regu- 
lations provide that no male person 
wholly or mainly employed in ag-

THREE EXCEPTIONS 

The three exceptions provided for 
are active service in the armed 
forces by 
seasonal employment in a primary 
industry; and compulsory military 
training if it is established that the 
person concerned is not an essential 
worker in agriculture. 

The exception 
ployment in other primary indus- 
tries, 
logging, forestry, fishing and trap- 
ping is, in reality, not an exception. 
In many parts of the country, ag- 
riculture and the primary pursuits 
specified are complementary aspects 
of what is, in effect, a single oc- 
cupation- 

The other specific exceptions 
both relate to 
armed forces. Voluntary enlist- 
ment of farmers and agricultural 
workers in the active army. the

a reasonable degree of flexibility

It is recognized that there may be 
those engaged in agricultural pur- 
Suits, who, because of the limited 
character of their production or on 
other grounds, are not performing 
an essential war service, At the 
Same time, such persons, because 
of age or physical condition, or for 
other reasons, may not be suitable 
for military service. Unless the way 
were left open for such persons to 
move into other fields of activity, 
great individual hardships might 
result, and valuable service in other 
fields be lost to the country. 


APPLY FOR PERMISSION 


It will, therefore, be open to 
farmers and others engaged in agri- 
cultural work, who desire to enter 
some other field of employment, to 
apply to the national selective gerv- 
ice officer, having jurisdiction in 
the district in which they reside, for 
permission to change their employ- 
ment. 

Detailed regulations te guide 
national selective service officers 
in determining whether such per- 
mission shall be granted or re- 
fused will be made and revised 
from time to time in the light of 
experience, Two governing fac- 
tors will be taken into account in 
determining these regulations, 
namely, the maintainance of the 
necessary agricultural production 
in Canada, and the extent to 
which the applicant is essential 
to the maintainance of such pro- 
duction. 

The policy of stabilizing employ- 
ment in agriculture represents what, 
in effect, is a block allocation to 
agriculture of the persons best fit- 
ted for food production. It cone 
stitutes a form of large scale sel- 
ection for national service which 
should go far to ensure the supply 
of manpower essential to the food 
production aspect of the national 
war effort. 


DIVERSION OF TECHNICIANS 
Another step in the allocation of 
manpower recently taken, relates 
to the diversion of technicians to 
war service. It concerns persons 
normally engaged in the engineer- 
ing profession as civil, mechanical, 
electrical, chemical, metallurgical 
or mining engineers; also produce 
tion and industrial engineers, col- 
lege teachers of engineering 
science, persons trained in any 
branch of the science of chemistry, 
research scientists and persons 
other than teachers holding univers

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Council Did The Fair Thing 


Even though it involves the threatened 
half-mill increase in the tax rate, the tax- 
payers of the city will not grudge the city 
employees the cost-of-living bonus council 
has decided to pay them. The rate is $2 
per week for a married employee and $1 
for the unmarried. The bonus applies only 
to married men getting something less 
than $2,400 per year, since salary plus 
bonus must not exceed $2,500. 

The federal regulations do not require 
municipal councils to pay such a bonus; 
they are left free to act as local circum- 
stances may warrant. But since private 
employees in Edmonton are being paid the 
extra allowance there is no reason why 
city employees should be denied, unless 
their rates of pay are already dispropor- 
tionately high, which does not appear to 
have been claimed. If city pay is in line 
with private pay, to deny the bonus would 
ibe an act of discrimination against the 
employees of the city. 

And it is only an estimate that paying 
the bonus will compel the collection of an 
extra half-mill from the taxpayers. The 
city is congested, and will be throughout 
the year. More light and water may be 
used than last year, more telephones, and 
more street railway tickets bought. And 
because they are able to rent rooms or 
apartments at a good rate some taxpayers 
will be enabled to pay their taxes, or to 
pay more* promptly than they otherwise 
would be able to do. 

It may easily be found at the end of the 
year that the city finances have gained 
enough extra revenue to. offset the cost 
of the bonuses, in which case the half-mill 
increase can be made up to the taxpayers 
when next year’s rate comes to be set. 


Fighters Are Needed There 


From “qualified sources” in London 
comes a suggestion that Sir Stafford 
Cripps has gone to India to find out how 
much opposition the followers of Ghandi 
could—and would—offer to a Japanese 
invading army. If so, it is not likely to take 
so shrewd an observer long to get the in- 
formation. Rabbits will not fight, and the 
pacifist followers of the “prophet” are as 
likely to meet the Japanese with salaams 
as with bayonets. 

Sir Stafford went to India looking for 
fighters, not for non-resisters. His evalua- 
tion of the resistance that could be expect- 
ed from the Congress party is suggested 
to involve nothing more than a hope that 
the party members would ferret out and 
suppress the fifth-column activities of the 
followers of Eubhas Bose, the Quisking of 
India. If that is the most that can be ex- 
pected of them, the defence of the country 
will Have to be made by other elements. 

This London report seems to imply 
that if the Ghandists will attend to the 
fifth-columnists the Moslem tribesmen 
will do the fighting against the Japanese. 
It is to be hoped Sir Stafford can work out 
such an arrangement, on a basis that will 
Secure energetic action by both parties, 
for if invasion comes it will come in force 
and will require the exertions of both to 
frustrate it. 

Whether or not they realize the fact, 
the people of India have now to show 
whether they have the capacity for the 
self-government they want. The first con- 
dition of self-rule is the will to resist ag- 
gression. Peoples who cannot—or will not 
~—defend themselves may see in the plight 
of nations in Europe that they are very 
liable to be murdered, plundered and en- 
slaved, whatever political rights they may 
claim or whatever governmental system 
they might prefer. 


A Duty Of The Hour 


The United Nations might lose the war 
because of the scarcity of gasoline and 
rubber, Hon. C. D. Howe stated the fact 
bluntly in his broadcast Monday evening. 
The gasoline scarcity is due to difficulties 
of delivery. The rubber scarcity is due to 
our having lost the sources of supply in 
the East Indies, 

Canadian motorists were told they are 
now using their last set of tires—the last 
for nobody knows how long. And—if 
tankers keep going to the bottom—they 
may not be far from their last tankful of 
gasoline for non-ess‘ntial driving. To save 
rubber it is made illegal to drive faster 
than 40 miles per hour anywhere in Can- 
ada, To save gasoline the rationing unit 
which starts off at five gallons may shrink 
speedily to four or three. 

The minister of munitions deserves 
thanks for putting the facts thus plainly 
before the public, and for backing up the 
facts with information which shows why 
the situation exists. This confronts the 
individual citizen with a plain duty, which 
he cannot ignore or evade with any shadow 
of excuse. That duty is to stop wasting 
gasoline and rubber—and wasting in the 
present circumstances means using these 
things when it is not necessary to use 
them, 

The motorist stands first in line, but 
he is not the only party who must share 
this responsibility. Gasoline for cleaning 
purposes should be struck off the list; if 
soap and water won't do the trick let the 
dirt stay. Rubber footwear and house- 
hold appliances should be taken care of, 
made to do duty as long as possible, and 
extras done without; “Such rubber as we 
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have and can obtain will take care of our 
war needs on a limited scale only.” 

Do we want war needs met on some- 
thing even less than “a limited scale only’? 
Or do We want every plane and tank and 
ship built that can be built, and used 
wherever the enemy can be bombed, the 
invaders can be stopped, and supplies can 
be delivered to the fighting fronts? If this 
is what we want, we can’t have it if we go 
on burning gasoline unnecessarily and 
using rubber “as usual”, 

In this hour of crisis, they also serve 
who only do without these things.

After a while it may get home 
to Canadians that gasoline is scarce and 
rubber scarcer still, and that war needs 
have first call on both, whatever happens 
to holiday-makers and joy-riders, 


New Guinea has the unhappy distinc- 
tion of being a country where two wars 
are running at the same time. While the 
Japanese and Allied troops are fighting 
for ports and air bases, back in the interior 
cannibal tribes have taken the war-path 
against each other. A Port Moresby des- 
patch says some of the native policemen 
have joined them—a point worth noting 
by altruists who suggest the whites should 
clear out of the East Indies and let the 
natives rule themselves. A sovereign state 
where policemen—and other officials—ate 
one another would hardly .be a step to- 
ward the brotherhood of man and a more 
enlightened world.

And on the trains Canadians 
and Americans congratulated 
each other, Britain, and the 
United States, without a trace of 
national jealousy, only in mutual 
happiness that the war had 
thrown up a leader in the Eng- 
lish-speaking world already idol- 
ized in the most remote places. 


Character 


Now, much has been written 
about MacArthur's appointment, 
but there is one point that can- 
not, I think, be emphasized too 
much, Why does the whole Eng- 
lish-speaking world love Mac- 
Arthur? They love him because 
he js an ideal of character, And 
all their instincts tell them that 
in the end it is character that will 
win this war. 

For to date MacArthur has no 
military victory to his credit— 
except the victory of herole re- 
sistance. Actually, he had to re- 
treat and retreat and ‘retreat in 
the Philippines, finally to take 
his stand in the Bataan Peninsula 
and Corregidor, 

Yet, in his retreat, as In the 
Russian retreat, there was never 
the sense of defeat, and always 
the conviction of eventual coun- 
ter-offence and final victory. 
And it is interesting that no one 
in the world has better under- 
stood the glory and brilliance of 
the Russian campaign than Mac- 
Arthur, who from his remote 
island sent an historic telegram 
to the Red army, characterizing 
their retreat and offensive as the 
most remarkable campaign in 
human historv. 


Suicide 


The Japanese leader against 
MacArthur, General Homma, 
accepted defeat in spite of his 
victories. He committed suicide. 
That was even more than Mar- 
shal Timoshenko achieved, al- 
though Shere are parallels here, 
too, General Reichenau is dead— 
and we don’t know quite how. 
And Von Brauchitsch, Timoshen- 
ko’s main enemy, had to resign, 
after invading Russia to the very 
gates of Moscow. 

Timoshenke forced Hitler to 
take command of the Russian 
campaign himself. And, finally, 
even Hitler has suffered a defeat, 
because he has had to abdicate 
and bring back Von Brauchitsch, 
if the reports from Berne are 
correct, 

Now the Russians certainly 
haven't won this war, up until 
now, and no one underestimates 
the terrible hazards of the spring. 
And in the Pacific we have only 
a faint smell of possible victory. 
But in and through a few ade- 
quate leaders we rediscover our- 
selves and confidence in our- 
selves is restored, 

Because of great leaders peo- 
ple know that they are a great 
people. That was Winston 
Churchill's supreme function in 
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the disastrous spring of 1940—a 
function that can never be un- 
done by history. He called Eng- 
land to herself, And that has 
been MacArthur’s greatest con- 
tribution to America: he has 
called America to herself, 


As the British people said of 
Churchill: He is Britain! So the 
American people say of Mac- 
Arthur: He is America! 


Personal Home 


A little thing is so revealing. 
MacArthur did not evacuate his 
wife and little son from the Phil- 
ippines, and he took them with 
him to Australia. Think what it 
means, He takes with him his 
America; he takes with him that

Attack On Britain Significant 


Nazis Keeping Watchful* 


Eye on Affairs 
Overseas

The resumption of heavy ' air 
attacks on Britain, as indicated in 
the Monday night raids over a 
southeastern town, cannot be 


understood as a mere haphazard 
incident in the war. 

Like all other fruits of the Nazi 
planning, they have a distinct 
meaning. It is, . 
indeed, the gen- 
ius of Hitler's 
strategy that he 
makes no_ idle 
gestures. More, 
perhaps, than 
any other com- 
mander in this 
war, he possesses 
the faculty of 
making every 
blow count. He 
has no patience 
with merely Harold L. Welt 
nuisance offensives. 

It is to be assumed, then, that 
the resumption of these raids is 
part of the gencral pattern, What 
that pattern may be is revealed, 
sometimes, in a careful study of 
the smallest details of it. 

It is true that, the significance 
of these new attacks on England 
may be interpreted in a number 
of ways, any one of which may 
be the right one. But by a process 
of narrowing them down, it is 
possible to select, with a fair 
chance of success, the most like- 


ly one. 
Stimulant 


These new raids, of course, 
may represent no more than a 
calculated effort to restore Nazi 
morale by a positive infliction of 
death and damage as contrasted 
with the dwindling efforts along 
these lines in Russia. . 

Hitler may feel that his people 
are so distressingly conscious of 
failure on the eastern front that a 
renewal of violence in Britain, 
backed up by exaggerated re- 
ports of destruction in Goebbels’ 
best style, may rebuild confi- 
dence and enthusiasm in Ger- 
many. 

It is known that the Germans 
are in a low state of mind. Nazi 
prisoners of war, interviewed by 
British and American  corre- 
spondents in Russia, have re- 
vealed a despondency and even 
despair that might be expected 
after such a crushing defeat at 
the hands of the Soviets, 

It may be, then, that Hitler 
has decided to resume his be- 
devilment of England for the 
sake of having some positive 
evidence of successful action to 
place before his people, 

But this theory is Weakened 
by the fact that Hitler, apparent- 
ly, has never concerned himself 
overmuch with Nazi morale, He 
relies upon discipline, rather than 
zeal, to keep his armies and 
people up to the mark, 

It is not hard to recal] other 


occasions when Hitler's tactics 
have been interpreted as no 
more than a heartening gesture— 
with disaster to the Allies as the 
result of that complacent belief. 


Invasion 


The notion has been expressed 
in some quarters that the Nazis 
will shortly begin another at- 
tempt to invade Britain! 

If that is the case,.these new 
attacks may be the beginning of 
the “softening-up” process. 

It is significant that the Ger- 
mans have tacitly encouraged 
this rumor, And the reason is not 
obscure, So long as millions of 
men and vast quantities of equip- 
ment is tied up in an apprehen- 
sive England, these men and that 
equipment are immobilized so 
far as other theatres of war are 
concerned. 

It may easily be a bad guess, 
but one would feel that any all- 
out German attack against Bri- 
tain would be suicidal just now 
when the islands are packed full 
of men and planes and tanks, 

It is reasonable to suppose, 
then, that invasion is not in Hit- 
ler’s mind at the present, al- 
though it is still true that Hitler 
cannot win the war without sub- 
jugating Britain, just as the 
Japanese cannot win the war 
without subjugating North Ame- 


rica, 
Well-Informed 


What these air attacks on Eng- 
land do suggest very strongly is 
a deliberate effort to keep Britain 
on the defensive, not only to dis- 
courage plans for offensive war- 
fare on the continent, but to 
make the Dominions, like Canada 
and Australia, think twice be- 
fore withdrawing any forces 
from the British Isles. 

If this is the purpose of these 
raids, and no other reasonable 
explanation offers itself at the 
moment, two pertinent deduc- 
tions can be made. 

The first is that Hitler is singu- 
larly well informed about what 
is happening within Canada and 
within Australia at the present 
time. 

In some way or other, he has 
been made aware of an isolation- 
ist swing in these countries, 
among the Nationalists of Que- 
bec in Canada, and among those 
in Australia who are talking 
about bringing all the Australian 
forces back to their homeland 
for home defence. 

If this is the case—and there 
does not appear to be much doubt 
about it—the situation illustrates 
the immense amount of harm 
that can be done by expressions 
of disunity just now, 

It illustrates how exceedingly 
careful we all must be to couch 
whatever protests we may have 
to offer about the conduct of the 
war in terms that even the most 
literaleminded German cannot 
interpret as disloyalty or dis- 
unity. 

The second deduction is that

Germany and Japan are working 
together much more closely than 
would appear to be the case dur- 
as | recent weeks, 

f Hitler is *anxious to keep 
large bodies of troops and large 
quantities of equipment im- 
mobilized in the British Isles, his 
anxiety must be directed towards 
some move in which Japan and 
Germany will pargee equal part. 

It may be that Japan contem- 
plates, with Hitler's approval and 
co-operation, a sudden attack on 
our Pacific Coast, 

It may be.that Japan is pledged 
to open an attack against Russia 
at the very minute Hitler com- 
mences his fabulous “spring 
drive” on that country, 

In that case, the concentration 
of Canadian troops on the Pa- 
cific coast of Canada would offer 
a threat against Japan’s rear. 

Two things, in any event, are 
very clear: 

First, that Hitler is not appre- 
hensive of any allied attack on 
the European continent, other- 
wise he would not create a s@n- 
sitive point in Britain that would 
justify further troop massing 
there. 

Second, that Hitler’s obvious 
anxiety to maintain a troop con- 
centration in Britain, by direct- 
ing active attentions to that 
point, indicates plainly that the 
next major move, whatever it is, 
will occur in the Pacific. 

The first rule of war, as Hitler 
has demonstrated, is to keep the 
enemies’ forces in areas where 
new developments are not plan- 
ned to occur, 
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Hitler becomes gloomy—and his 
lack of self-assurance is most 
clearly indicated in his insistent 
repetition that he did not want 


this war at all. Oh, yeah? 
Napolean said, “Politics fs 
destiny’—and Hitler believed 


him. Walther Rathenau said, 
“Economics is destiny’ — and 
Hjalmar Schacht believed him. 
e But the ancient Greeks, wiser 
than either of them, said: “Char- 
acter is COE welaad 
temporary descendan lev 
han and lost—for the time 
being. 

America has always believed 
the ancient Greeks, Washington 
did; Lincoln did; and 80 does 
General Douglas MacArthur.

Co-Operation For War 


Allied War Boards Are* 


Beginning to Work 
Smoothly 
By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA, — The new allied 
war organization announced 
from London and Washington on 
Jan. 5 and Feb. 6 is gradually 
taking form. This organization 
was the chief achievement of the 
conference held in Washington 
between Prime Minister Church- 
ill and President Roosevelt at the 
year’s end. 

The announcements indicated 
that a number of joint commit- 
tees or boards were to be estab- 
lished at Washington and London. 
At the top there was to be a joint 
chiefs of staff committee. Other 
joint boards were to be a muni- 
tions assignment board; a board 
on shipping, another on raw 
materials and so on. These boards 
were to represent the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and the 
United States. None other of the 
26 United Nations was to be 
represented as a principal. 

There has been oe little by 
way of official explanation or 
comment on these new bodies and 
there has been no discussion in 
parliament or out. Yet, ob- 
viously, this new war organiza- 
tion jis designed to co-ordinate 
the efforts of the United Nations. 
Also, it must fundamentally 
affect our own war effort. On 
both counts, the new organiza- 
tion is a development of the 
greatest Importance. 


Two Branches 


Most of these joint committees 
or boards have one branch in 
Washington and another in Lon- 
don. An exception is the raw 
material board which is a single 
body, and sits at Washington. 
The chiefs of staff board, natur- 
ally, must direct the fight against 
the enemy, decide the broad 
strategy of the war on all fronts. 
In keeping with strategic deci- 
sions so made, the munitions 
assignment board must assign 
weapons and equipment to the 
fronts where they are most 


needed. 

It is to this assignment board 
that most attention seems to be 
directed at Ottawa. Lacking offi- 
cial explanations, the develop- 
ments can only he discussed in 
broad outline. But, even so, the 
importance of the decision now 
pending is obvious, 

There are twin boards, of 
course, with one functioning at 
Washington and the other at 
London. Each has six members, 
three representing the United 
States and three Great Britain 
The Washington board deals with 
United States production; the 
London board deals with the 
production of the British Com- 
monwealth (Canada _ included) 
and the Allied nations whose 
governments are now domiciled 
in London. 


Surplus Transferred 


Each committee takes the total 
production in its area, deducts its 
own needs and transfers any sur- 
plus to the other. In effect— 
with London doing its utmost to 
support Russia—the only real 
surplus will exist at the Wash- 
‘ington end, 

Canada's proper position in 
such a set up plainly is not easy 
te decide. 


Industrially, Canada: 


is keyed into the North American 
system. Canadian war industry 
at almost every point—steel, coal, 
other raw materials, and innum- 
erable finished or partly finished 
products—can only reach maxi- 
mum output if it has access to 
United States. Therefore, if there 
was only industry to consider, 
this country clearly should pool 
with the United States and bee 
come a member of the Washinge 
ton committee as a North Amere 
ican nation, 

The decision, however, is coms 
plicated by the fact that Canada’s 
army is in Britain, in the area 
served by the British committee. 


Two Principals 


Originally, there were only to 
be two principals on these com- 
mittees, the United Kingdom and 
the United States, The Canadian 
government, there igs reason to 
believe, in view of the great dif- 
ficulty in making a decision, was 
at first inclined to remain out of 
both branches of the committees, 
co-operating fully with both 
London and Washington as need 
arose, 

With respect to a surplus of 
munitions; however, Canada 
among the United Nations is sec- 
ond only to the United States, 
Britain, at the moment, is ex- 
porting to Russia, but this strain 
on British supply will be eased 
as North American output ine 
creases. Canada’s position, there- 
fore, is sufficiently important to 
warrant a seat as a principal on 
the Munitions Assignment Com- 
mittee, It is understood that we 
can join the Washington board as 
a’principal whenever the governe 
ment desires to do so. And, ig- 
noring the complicating fact that 
our army is operating in the area 
covered by the London commit- 
tee, the advantages of doing 8° 
are rather obvious, 


Expand Industry 


If we are to win this war, the 
first essential, according to the 
experts here, is to expand our 
war industry to the limit and to 
keep it operating at full capacity. 
Hitherto, Canadian war industty 
has been created and kept in 
Operation in response to the needs 
of our own services (army, aif 
force and navy) and to the orders 
placed here by British and other 
governments, including the 
United States government. This 
is not entirely a satisfactory basis 
for a full-out industrial effort. 

On the other hand, if we were 
part of the Washington com- 
mittee all existing contracts in 
Canada sooner or later would 
have to be taken over by the 
Canadian government. There 
would no longer be any need to 
get orders, but only to produce 
as much as possible. Moreover, 
co-operation between Canadian 
and U.S. industries would be 
greatly simplified and facilitated, 
thus aiding our industry. : 

The transfer of Canadian proe 
duction from the London to the 
Washington pool, of course, 
would swell the North American 
surplus and doubtless lead to @ 
demand by Australia, New Zea- 
land and other nations to become 
members at Washington and thus 
have their needs satisfied out of 
the larger pool. 

On short or long view, the de- 
sision will be one of the most 
difficult and far reaching te be

Missing Canadian 
Motorship Seized 
By Nazi Warship 


NEW YORK, March 25.—(AP)— 
The mystery of the missing Cana- 
dian motorship tanker Canadolite 
was partly cleared up Tuesday with 
a report from German-occupied 
Copenhagen that the 11,309-ton ves- 
sel had been captured by a German 
warship and taken into Bordeaux, 
France. 

The report said a prize court in 
Hamburg condemned the Canado- 
lite last Jan. 10, making her the 
“property” of the Nazis, Court pro- 
ceedings revealed a prize crew was

It may, however, become necessary 
as an essential war service, also to 
require skilled workmen in certain 
categories, to remain in their exist- 
ing occupations in war industries, 
or to move from one war industry 
to another, or to remain in certain 
essential civilian occupations. 
Should such widespread control 
become necessary, every effort wil! 
be made to reduce its arbitrary as- 


pects to a minimum, and to secure, 
from workmen 
alike, the largest measure of vol- 
untary co-operation. 


RESTRICTED OCCUPATIONS 


In order to increase the numbers 


of men available for service in the 
armed forces, in war industry, or 
in other essential occupations, regu- 
lations have been made which pro- 
hibit the entry into employment in 
a wide variety of occupations of 
men who are of military age and 
physically fit. These occupations 
will bé known in future as restriat- 
ed occupations. The regulations in- 
clude a schedule of the restricted 
occupations. The schedule com- 
prises; 

‘’ Bookkeepers, cashiers, stenogra- 
phers, typists, clerks, office appli- 
ance operators, messengers, sales- 
men and eales clerks, taxicab driv- 
ers. 

Any occupation in wholesale or 
retail trade, advertising and real 
estate, 

Any occupation in, or directly 
associated with, entertainment, re- 
creational or personal service, in- 
cluding but not restricted to 
theatres; film agencies; motion plc- 
ture companies; clubs; bowling 
alleys; pool rooms; sports, barber- 
ing and hair-dressing; domestic 
service; dyeing; cleaning and press- 
ing; laundering; hotels and lodging 
houses; baths; restaurants; cafes 
and taverns; shoe shining, guide 
service, and funeral service. 

Any occupation in the manufac- 
ture or production of: (1) biscuits, 
confectionery, cocoa; (2) bread and 
bakery products; (3) aerated and 
mineral waters and other bever- 
ages; (4) liquors, wines, beer; (5) 
rubber products; (6) tobacco, 
cigars, cigarettes; (7) leather and 
fur products; (8) textile products; 
(9) furniture and  upholstering; 
(10) photography; (11) printing, 
publishing and engraving; (12) 
radios, refrigerators, washing ma- 
chines, and vacuum cleaners; (13) 
jewelry and watchmaking; (14) 
pottery and china; (15) soaps, and 
toilet preparations and articles; 
(16) mattresses; (17) musical in- 
struments; (18) barber and beauty 
shop equipment; (19) cameras and 
films; (20) sporting goods; (21) 
games, toys and novelties, 

Any occupation in the repair of 
clothing, boots and shoes, furniture 
and household equipment, jewelry 
or watches, musical instruments. 


BIRTH CERTIFICATE 

It is provided that, on and after 
March 23, 1942, no male person 
shall accept employment, and no 
employer sha!) engage any male 
person in any of these restricted 
occupations, unless such person 
presents to the prospective em- 
ployer a birth certificate or other 
incontrovertible evidence that his 
age is less than 17 or more than 
45 years; or a certificate of honor- 
able discharge from the armed 
forces; or evidence of rejection on 
grounds of physical unfitness for

ed occupations. The governor-in- 
council is empowered to amend the 
schedule of restricted occupations, 
by the deletion or addition of any 
occupation, 


WASTE PREVENTED 


By applying the negative com- 
pulsion of restriction, where pos- 


compulsion of allocation, the waste 
of manpower in unessential activ- 
ities is prevented. At the same 
time, men and women are main- 
tainéd in or directed into the form 
of service they prefer. It is obvious 
that the greater the measure of 
willingness that can be preserved. 
the more effective the service will 
be. 

May I say, in conclusion, while 
the government has not hesitated 
and will not hesitate to apply 
compulsion where compulsion 
will serve to increase the total 
war effort, the government has 
no desire to add unduly—which 
means wastefully — te govern- 
mental machinery. It !s essential 
that at a time of war, the ser- 
vices of men and women should 
not be consumed in unnecessary 
tasks. Jt is imperative that the 
services of all should be directed 
into wartime tasks, 

In those aspects of our war ef- 
fort in which voluntary methods 
are working satisfactorily, volun- 
tary selection, including a measure 
of choice by the individual of the 
appropriate field of service, has 
been and will be continued. The 
more expensive and complicated 
methods of compulsion have been 
employed only where it js felt that 
compulsory selection is necessary 
*. order to increase efficiency in 
the prosecution of, the war. Com- 
pulsion, ‘however, will be applied 
without fear or favor wherever in 
the opinion of the government {*s 
use will aid in the achievement of 
a maximum war effort.

Since Feb. 5

MOSCOW, March 25.—(AP)— 
Russian dispatches reported to- 
day that the German armies have 
lost more than 140,000 men in 
killed alone since Feb, 5, with the 
heaviest toll on the Kalinin front, 
where the invaders were said to 
have suffered 61,700 casualties up 
to March 21.

Saskatchewan nearly three times 
the normal fall was reported, Pre- 
cipitation was well below the aver- 
age in southern and central Alberta 
and eastern Manitoba. 


ABOVE NORMAL 

Southern Alberta was the only 
prairie area to register above- 
normal figures during the months 
of December, January and Febru- 
ary. In all other districts the snow- 
fall was well below the average 
with deficiencies ranging from 20 
to 45 per cent.

He charged that he had been 
“insulted” by the prime minister, 
when Mr. King had requested that 
he obey a speaker's ruling a few 
days ago. 

Speaker Glen, calling for, order, 
said that Lacombe had insisted in 
“deliberately defying the chair’ 
throughout the evening debate. 

A few minutes later Lacombe in- 
terrupted again to ask a question of 
George White, Conservative mem- 
ber for Peterboro-Hastings. White 
took strong exception to the man- 
ner of Lacombe’s question and 
Speaker Glen asked Lacombe for 
an apology. 

Lacombe refused. Jumping te 
his feet he shouted; ‘1 am not 8 
‘Hitler’ fam not a ‘Quisling.” 1 
am a Canadian.” 

Speaker Glen then called him by 
name, instead of by constituency: 
“Ligouri Lacombe,” he said. 

Finance Minister Isley then rose 
to move that Lacombe be expelled 
for the night’s sitting. He was 
seconded by Mines and Resources 
Minister T. A. Crerar.

Additional and lighter welding equipment will be pur- 
chased for the night school classes in welding for aircraft 


repair work, and an increase 
be made for the 10-weeks cou 
School. 


These steps were approved at a 
meeting of the Edmonton Public 
School Board in the Civic block, 
Tuesday night, on recommenda- 
tion of a special committee head- 
ed by A. E. Ottewell and includ- 
ing Trustees W. G. McConachie 
and Roy L. Sutherland. 

In submitting its report the 
committee noted that while the 
revenue will not equal the expense, 
including the new equipment, “we 
consider the classes to be of suffi- 
cient importance to warrant their 
operation.” There are from 15 to 
20 students taking the 10-week 
course. 

Additional welding, equipment 
will cost $239.02. ‘The fees, pre- 
viously $7 for the course, were 
raised to $10 per student, with the 
hope that “it may be possible to 
make a further increase before the 
next term commences.” 

It was also decided that the 
Classes in industrial courses at the 
night school be continued for a 
further term of 10 weeks, subject 
to there being sufficient enrollment 
to warrant the operation. 

An agreement was reached where- 
by insurance on school boilers, 
which expires on April 1 of this 
year, will not be renewed. On 
motion of Trustee McConachie it 
Was agreed that henceforth the 
superintendent of plant, J. M. Mc- 
Afee, will be requested to submit 
a full report on all school boilers 
every three months, the caretakers 
to be advised of such request. 

Motion of Trustee Louis D,. Hynd- 
man, K.C., that the form of consent 
of parents or guardian of children 
to participation of children in school 
activities and athletics be recon- 
sidered and redrafted, was approved 
in principle, and the superintendent 
of schools, R. 8.

growth or mal-functioning of the 


thymus gland there seeiris to be an

of this thorough checking, the phy- 
siclan knows what abnormal con- 
ditions of the body are the cause cf 
the patient's troubles, Furthermore, 
the physician knows enough about 
the case to be in a position to give 
some constructive advice regarding 
treatment. 

The best suggestion I may poss- 
ibly give to thdse who feel they 
have been “run down” too long, is 
to be examined to find out why they 
feel below par, The modern science 
of diagnosis has a great deal to offer 
such patients and they will usually 
find that their symptoms are due to 
some definite cause which may be | 
found and remedied. | 


Those who need this suggestion 
may very easily find normal heaiih 
and strength within their reach. In 
the vast majority of cases, there is 
little need to be “run-down” in the 
first place, but if you have been 
careless and find yourself in this 
state, there is no need to stay “run- 
down.”

3. Establishment of competent 
job information and job placement 
sérvices, specializing in female 
labor; 


4. Advances, where necessary, to 
meet transportation costs in getting 
women workers to places where 
work is available; 

5. Provision of hostels or other 
satisfactory housing arrangements; 

6. Provision of nurseries and 
other means of caring for children: 

7. Provision where needed of 
medical and recreational facilities; 

8. Provision in industry, as well 
as under direct government aus- 
pices, of training programs specifi- 
cally designed for women; 

9. Pressure upon employers who 
may be reluctant to engage female 
labor; 

10. Changes in civil service and 
institutional restrictions on the em- 
ployment of female, and particular- 
ly married female, labor 

The prime minister said some of 
these measures have already been 
applied over a period of time but 
will from now on be more exfensive- 
ly used. 

One of the  orders-in-council 
tabled by Mr. King during his 
speech gives a pretty clear indica- 
tion where women can be expected 
to appear in greatest numbers. 

The order sets out a list of “re- 
stricted occupations” in which no 
man may take employment unless 
he is under 17 or over 45, has been 
discharged from the armed forces, 
or has been rejected by the armed 
forces because of physical unfitness,

Demand Is Heavy 
For Ration Books 


Nearly 2,000 gasoline rationing 
coupon buoks have been issued by 
the Edmonton branch of the Alberta 
Motor Association during the first 
three weeks of March, according to 
figures released Wednesday by J. A. 
McNeil, secretary-manager of the 
branch, ~ 

During the same period the of- 
fice has sold 1.686 auto licenses and 
more than 1,400 drivers’ licenses. 
The exact figures for the number cf 
coupon books distributed is 1,913. 

Mr. McNeil explained that the 
reason for the discrepancy in the 
quantities of books and licenses 
issued lies in the fact that many 
plates may have been purchased at 
outside depots and the books were 
received here after their category 
rating was ratified in the Edmonton 
offices of the regional oi] controller 

The lower number of drivers’ 
licenses issued is explained in the 
argument that the official opening 
date for possessing a 1942-43 drivers’ 
license is April 1, and many who 
have purchased their plates and 
rationing books, preferred to defer 
the purchase of the drivers’ license 
till after April 1.

Increasing importance of minor 
field crops, particularly soy beans 
and flax, for processing as edible 
oils, was stressed Tuesday by Dr. 
A. G. McCalla, head of the field 
husbandry department, Univer- 
sity of Alberta, at the annual: 
meeting of district agriculturists 
at the legislative buildings. 


Seventeen agriculturists are at- 
tending the meeting, which con- 
tinued Wednesday.

MacMillan, minister of agriculture, 
welcomed delegates, and J. R. 
Sweeney, deputy minister, is chair- 
men. 

Dr. McCalla, speaking on cereals 
at the refresher course held in con- 
nection with the meeting, said that 
due to the shortage of vegetable 
oils owing to the war, production of 
soy beans and flax would play an 
increasingly important part in Al- 
berta agriculture. 


EXTENSION SERVICES

Bureau Discusses 
Milk Purchases 


Need for better budgetting and 
planning for families with border- 
line incomes, to insure the purchase 
in cash of milk, was discussed at a 
meeting of the Family Welfare 
Bureau in the Gariepy block 
Tuesday afternoon. Chairman J. G 
Nickerson presided. 

The bureau decided to take the 
matter up with the Council of 
Socia] Agencies, in its normal chan- 
nel for action. It was agreed that 
“while we are anxious to uphold 
any form of war effort, we will that 
there should be more study to aid 
families with border-line incomes, 
since there is bound to be a certain 
amount of hardship through the 
new government regulation, re- 
quiring cash purchases of milk.” 

Attention was drawn to women 
who receive allowances and who 
are forced to supplement their in- 
comes through work by the day. It 
was stated that while they are able 
to meet their needs through charg- 
ing milk for a few days it may be 
very difficult for them to pay cash 
for it. Hence the decision to dis- 
cuss the matter at length with the 
Council of Social Agencies, to see 
how best + the hated maey, be met.

East does not have a supporting | 
honor in spades, but it is probable 
that South has no more than two 
Spades, since West bid the suit. In 
this event a spade continuation js, 
safe, and it also may be imperative. 
If West shifts, South might get rid 
of a spade on a top diamond in 
dummy. 

East therefore: follows to the 
spade king with the seven or nine, 
West obeys this or- 
der by cashing the ace of spades, 
When the queen drops, he leads the 
jack. Now the declarer cannot 
avoid the loss of two club tricks, 

If East should respond with the 
four of spades to the first trick, | 
West would probably cash the ace 
anyhow, for he could count that the 
continuation could not cost a spade 
trick. But when the fal] of the 
Spade queen marked East for three 
spades, West might interpret East's 
responses to indicate a desire for a 
shift. If he were thus trapped into 
leading clubs, he would hand de- 
clarer ‘the contract.

Buchanan, with his experience 
gained in the Great War, and close 
association with the artillery ever

This is one of the units selected 
for inclusion in the  specially- 
selected M’D, No. 13 Brigade, to 


act as @ mobile, definite formation

Its headquarters are at the Prince 
of Wales armory. 

In March of 1920 the department 
of national defence decided to or- 
ganize, for the first time, an 18- 
pounder field battery in the north- 
ern part of the province. A battery 
known as the 61st Battery had been 
raised in Lethbridge during the 
Great War. It was one of the bat- 
teries forming the 13th Brigade 
C.F.A, 5th Divisional Artillery, 
which had gone over to France in 
1917. In the reorganization of the 
militia after the Great War, it was 
determined to perpetrate the over- 
seas units in the names given to 
units of the militia freshly organ- 
ized. Inasmuch as the 6lst was a 
wartime unit this number was allo- 
cated to the new Edmonton Field 
Battery. 


THE FIRST O.C, 

Major (Dr.) Hastings Mewburn, 
who had been the original captain 
of the 20th Battery of Lethbridge 
and who had gone overseas with it. 
became the first O.C. of the newly 
organized 61st Battery at Edmon- 
ton. Capt. N. V. Buchanan, M.C., 
also a one-time captain of the 20th 
Battery when in France, became 
the battery’s first captain, and 
Lieut. W. A. (Todd) Lewis, M.C 
and Bar, was the first subaltern 
Quarters were allotted to the new 
battery in the Prince of Wales Ar- 
mory on May 16, 1920, and on May 
29 the battery's complement of four 
18-pounder field guns arrived. 


REAL STRUGGLE 

The history of the battery during 
the years 1920 to 1923 was a long 
and painful struggle to secure per- 
sonnel, With the revulsion of feel- 
ing that came over the Canadian 
public following the war, there was 
steady pressure exerted by the 
publie upon successive govern- 
ments to cut military estimates, It 
was never possible to take a full 
battery establishment to Sarcee 
camp for summer training, even 
head such personnel been obtain- 


able. The best luck in recruiting 
was obtained in the ranks of the 
senior high school students who 
with their newly acquired mathe- 
matics, took a very keen interest in 
the field gunner's task. 

The Battery got its first practical 
experience August 1 to 4 of 1920 


went with the Battery to camp. 
When the results of the artillery 
competitions across Canada appear- 


ed in the fall it was found that the |’ 


Battery had taken second place in 
Battery tactics for the Dominion, 
winning the Czowski Challenge Cup. 

In May, 1924, Major T, O. Clark 
succeeded Major Buchanan as O.C. 
of the unit and under his direction 
the Battery went on to the acquir- 
ing of new honors. In the 1924 com- 
petitions the 61st Battery topped 
the list in all Canada for general 
efficiency, securing both the Hurd- 
man Challenge Cup and the Mac- 
donald Challenge Trophy. 

In 1926 the Battery repeated the 
performance of 1924, winning for 
the second time in three years the 
Hurdman Cup, and obtaining first 
place in efficiency of personnel for 
all field medium and heavy batter- 
ies attending practice at Petawawa, 
Hughes and Sarcee Camps. 

FIRST OF BRIGADE 

* The 61st Battery wes the first bat- 
tery of the 20th Brigade but in suc- 
cessive yeurs between 1922 and 1936 
the 78th of Red Deer, the 92nd at 
Edmonton, and finally the 96th of 
Edmonton, were organized and be- 
came efficient members of the Bri- 
gade, which was successively com- 
manded dby Lieut.-Col. H. H. Stern 
of Edmonton, Lieut.-Col. R. C. Lis- 
ter of Red Deer, Lieut.-Col. W. A.

The his- 
tory of artillery batteries in Canada 
shows no more brilliant or spectacu- 
lar record than that of Major Wy- 
man firstly as O.C. of the 92nd dand 
later as Colonel of the 20th Artillery 
Brigade, 

The outbreak of the war found 
the 6lst Battery ready for its task 
It went overseas under the com- 
mand of Major Ford and became a 
part of the 8th Army. Field Regi- 
ment, R.C.A. 

In May of 1941 Major Ford was 
transferred to the command of the 
3rd Field Regiment R.C.A. and was 
succeeded in the command of the 
6lst Battery by Major F. P, Has- 
zard, 

IN FATHER’S FOOTSTEPS 

Captain R. H. Mewburn, a son of 
the Battery’s first commander, is 
following in his father's footsteps 
and is now serving with the unit 
overseas, 

The long and gruelling period of 
training through which this Battery, 
as one of the units in the Canadian 
Forces, has teen put while in Eng- 
land is, we are convinced, but the 
preparation for the final test—con- 
tact with the enemy's armed forces. 
From that test all Edmonton admir- 
ers of this unit are certain that it 
will emerge with honor.
